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MINUTES 

EXECUTIVE   COUNCIL  MEETING  -  MASSACHUSETTS   AFL-CIO 

FEBRUARY  15,  1984 

BOSTON  PARK  PLAZA  HOTEL  -  STANBRO  ROOM 

PRESENT:  President  Osborn,  Exec.  Vice  Presidents  Lydon  and  Heffernan,  Vice  Presidents

The  meeting  opened  with  a  prayer  by  Vice  President  Leahy. 

Pres.  Osborn  requested  a  moment  of  silence  for  Brother  Jim  Loughlin,  our  Secretary 
Treasurer  Emeritus,  who  passed  away  in  the  past  month. 

Pres.  Osborn  administered  the  oath  of  office  to  Cecilia  Leshyk  from  the  ILGWU,  who 
replaced  Paul  Winslow  as  Vice  President. 

Director  Foley  was  asked  to  give  his  report  early  on  in  the  meeting  to  allow  him  to  attend 
to  duties  at  the  State  House. 

LEGISLATIVE  REPORT 

Director  Foley  reported  that  there  are  two  important  dates  to  remember: 

1)  February  21st,  10:30  A.M.,  Voter  Registration  Hearings  at  the  State  House.   Very 
important  piece  of  legislation,  and  Director  Foley  urged  participation. 

2)  March  14th  -  Gardiner  Auditorium  -  Hearings  on  the  VDT  Issue. 

Director  Foley  advised  that  a  meeting  was  called  on  the  Unitary  Tax  Issue  and  this  should 
be  coming  up  mid -March. 

In  addition  to  the  above  two  issues  (Voter  Registration  and  VDT's)  we  are  currently 
working  on  Plant  Closing  and  Workers  Comp.   These  are  the  important  subjects  which  we  will 
make  priority  issues  in  the  future. 

Director  Foley  reported  that  there  is  no  campaign  literature  available  in  this  State  for 
candidate  Walter  Mondale.  He  urged  the  Vice  Presidents  to  work  through  their 
Internationals  in  making  up  and  disseminating  information  about  Mondale. 

Director  Foley  advised  that  an  open-forum  type  meeting  will  be  held  the  first  week  in 
March  to  meet  the  candidates  for  the  Senate  and  Congressional  seats.   At  this  time,  these 
candidates  will  present  their  positions  and  we  will  break  out  their  labor  record. 

Caucuses  will  be  held  on  April  14th  to  choose  80  additional  State  Committee  people.   Each 
district  will  pick  one  male  and  one  female.   Director  Foley  urged  participation  in  these 
caucuses . 


Vice  President  Mills  requested  more  information  on  the  Unitary  Tax  and  MASSBANK. 

Pres.  Osborn  advised  he  will  go  into  detail  on  this  subject  in  his  report. 

Vice  Pres.  Devlin  questioned  whether  or  not  the  Council  planned  to  remain  neutral  in  the 
race  for  the  U.S.  Senate  seat.   Pres.  Osborn  replied  that  right  now,  plans  are  to  remain 
neutral,  but  that  he,  as  President,  will  carry  out  the  wishes  of  the  Council.   If  he  is 
pressured  to  have  the  Council  endorse  one  person,  then  he  will  call  a  COPE  meeting. 

Vice  Pres.  Devlin  advised  that  he  needs  to  know  the  Council's  position  before  March  17 
since  he  is  being  pressured  to  take  a  stand. 

Pres.  Osborn  advised  that  a  meeting  will  be  held  some  time  the  beginning  of  March  and  will 
be  attended  by  the  members  of  the  Executive  Councils  and  the  CLC  Presidents  —  also  the 
COPE  Director,  the  Regional  Director  and  perhaps  certain  leadership  guests. 

Vice  President  Mills  suggested  that  at  some  future  date  a  meeting  be  held  on  Workers 
Compensation  to  explain  the  situation.   Pres.  Osborn  agreed. 

MMS  to  accept  the  Legislative  Report.   Passed  unanimously. 

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

President  Osborn  reported  that  he  will  be  leaving  for  the  COPE  Conference  in  Florida  and 
Executive  Vice  President  Heffernan  will  be  Acting  President  while  he  is  away. 

Pres.  Osborn  reported  on  his  activities  over  the  past  month  as  follows: 

-  Worked  on  the  Boston  Harbor  Cleanup  Program 

-  Attended  meetings  on  Health  Cost  Containment 

-  Workers  Compensation  hearings 

-  Attended  CLC  meetings  prior  to  caucuses 

-  Attended  Regional  Meetings  in  Boston 

-  Attended  legislative  hearings  on  Plant  Closing 

-  Attended  the  UFCW  Satellite  Show  on  Mondale  with  their  National  President  Wynn 

Pres.  Osborn  praised  Vice  Presidents  Farmer,  Mahar  and  Burke  for  their  efforts 
on  behalf  of  Workers  Comp.  He  urged  more  participation  at  the  hearings. 

Pres.  Osborn  has  been  contacted  by  the  United  Way  —  they  want  increased  participation 
this  year  and  the  Council  may  have  a  statewide  Labor  coordinator  to  work  for  the  United 

Way. 

Pres.  Osborn  met  with  the  Mass.  Convention  Center  people.   Prospects  look  good  for  more 
jobs  but  there  may  be  some  question  on  which  caterer  will  be  used.  More  discussion  will 
follow  on  this  issue. 

With  regard  to  the  race  for  the  Senate  and  Congressional  seats,  Pres.  Osborn  advised  that 
the  Council's  position  will  be  more  established  after  the  meeting  at  the  beginning  of 


March.   Pres.  Osborn  has  been  contacted  by  various  candidates  and  he  mentioned  these. 

Vice  Pres.  Faherty  asked  if  there  would  be  a  problem  with  the  Vice  Presidents  having  a 

preferential  candidate.   Pres.  Osborn  said  as  long  as  they  are  not  stating  their 

preference  "as  Vice  Presidents."   Vice  Pres.  Faherty  advised  that  all  the  Vice  Presidents 
should  endorse  whomever  the  Council  agrees  on. 

Pres.  Osborn  stated  that  Vice  Pres.  Mills  was  the  only  volunteer  for  the  Picnic  Site 
Committee.  However,  a  site  has  been  chosen  —  the  Univ.  of  Mass. /Boston  campus.   Pres. 
Osborn  asked  for  volunteer  for  a  Picnic  Committee  to  work  on  the  events  for  the  day. 

Much  discussion  took  place  with  regard  to  the  Unemployment  SuperFund  and  the  Unitary  Tax. 

With  regard  to  the  Unemployment  SuperFund,  Pres.  Osborn  said  the  money  involved  was  money 
we  fought  for  and  money  we  planned  on  for  plant  closing  remedies.   Judy  Meredith,  who  is  a 
lobbyist  for  ACORN,  will  be  working  on  this  bill  and  wants  us  to  join  together  with  her. 
Pres.  Osborn  feels  we  should  call  our  own  shots  on  this  since  the  money  involved  is  money 
we  want  committed  to  Plant  Closing. 

Vice  Pres .  Faherty  asked  if  Pres .  Osborn  wanted  his  wishes  to  be  put  in  the  form  of  a 
motion.   Pres.  Osborn  said  if  this  report  is  accepted,  he  will  take  it  as  acceptance  for 
this  situation  as  well. 

Exec.  Vice  Pres.  Heffernan  reminded  the  Council  members  that  they  will  soon  be  contacted 
regarding  an  IUD  meeting  and  urged  attendance. 

Pres.  Osborn  advised  that  he  has  received  an  invitation  to  participate  in  the  St. 
Patrick's  Day  parade  in  South  Boston.   If  no  objections,  we  will  refer  this  request  to  the 
Executive  Officers.   So  done. 

Pres.  Osborn  told  the  Council  that  the  Northeast  Council  meeting  will  be  coming  up  in 
mid -March  and  said  if  anyone  had  any  concerns  that  are  Regional,  to  contact  him. 

Vice  Pres.  Devlin  again  brought  up  the  issue  of  endorsing  a  candidate  for  the  U.S.  Senate 
seat.  He  is  being  pressured  to  commit  the  Teachers  Union  by  March  17  and  once  this  is 
done,  he  cannot  retract.   Asked  that  the  meeting  be  held  soon.   Pres.  Osborn  said  this 
meeting  will  be  held  the  beginning  of  March. 

Pres.  Osborn  thanked  everyone  for  their  participation  in  the  February  4th  Mondale  Rally. 
Said  national  coverage  was  great. 

Much  discussion  took  place  at  this  time  regarding  the  phone  banks  and  whether  or  not  local 
unions  should  call  members  other  than  their  own.   Pres.  Osborn  said,  in  his  opinion,  local 
unions  should  call  only  their  own  membership.  The  AFL-CIO  Council  and  the  CLC's  can  call 
all  members. 

Pres.  Osborn  discusses  the  COPE  budget  and  problems  encountered  in  this  area  —  where  the 
scope  of  some  COPE  activities  called  for  more  funds  than  were  allocated.  He  has  written  a 
letter  to  John  Perkins  in  this  regard  and  is  awaiting  reply. 

MMS  to  accept  the  report  of  the  President.   Passed  unanimously. 


Pres.  Osborn  advised  that  since  Secretary-Treasurer  has  been  ill  for  the  past  week,  he 
could  not  attend  this  meeting  —  but  that  Ann  Weatherhead ,  the  Bookkeeper  was  present 
today  to  answer  any  questions  anyone  may  have  on  the  financial  report.   No  questions 
asked. 
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MMS  to  refer  the  report  of  the  Secretary-Treasurer  to  the  Executive  Officers.   Passed 
unanimously. 

Pres.  Osborn  introduced  Commissioner  of  Labor  &  Industries,  George  Ripley,  who  addressed 
the  Council.  He  outlined  some  of  the  present  duties  of  his  department,  some  of  the  future 
goals  and  how  Labor  leaders,  including  Secretary  of  Labor,  Eustace,  can  all  work  together 
to  attain  better  conditions  for  workers  in  this  State.  Ripley  asked  for  support  of  the 
members  of  the  Executive  Council  in  the  upcoming  hearings  which  will  deal  with  the  budget 
for  the  Dept.  of  Labor  &  Industries.  He  thanked  Pres.  Osborn  for  his  efforts  in 
coordinating  help  between  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO,  the  Building  Trades,  Secretary  of  Labor,  and 
his  own  Dept.  of  Labor  &  Industries.   Ripley  advised  that  he  plans  to  attend  meetings 
throughout  the  State  to  educate  the  people  as  to  just  what  his  Department  is  all  about, 
what  function  it  serves,  etc.  He  will  be  in  the  Lawrence /Haverhill  area  on  March  5th  in 
this  regard . 

Pres.  Osborn  thanked  George  Ripley  for  speaking  before  the  Council  at  this  meeting  and 
also  thanked  Gerry  O'Leary  who  was  also  present. 

Pres.  Osborn  introduced  Mike  Schippani  from  the  Secretary  of  Labor's  office,  who, in  the 
absence  of  S.T.  Carpenter,  was  present  to  give  an  update  on  the  work  of  the  Plant  Closing 
Commission.  He  passed  out  a  report  to  Council  members.   Schippani  covered  the  problems 
the  Commission  is  encountering  in  getting  pre-notif ication  clauses  into  the  bill  (the 
opposition  of  businesses),  also  the  penalties  against  the  Employers  if  they  do  not 
conform,  plans  for  counseling  the  dislocated  workers,  unemployment  benefits,  health  care 
coverage  plans,  etc.  He  finished  up  his  report  by  saying  that  there  remains  approximately 
6  weeks  to  complete  work  on  this  legislation. 

Pres.  Osborn  suggested  that  a  "position"  sheet  be  sent  out  to  the  Vice  Presidents  so  that 
at  the  next  meeting  the  Council  can  discuss  plant  closing  legislation  and  be  better 
informed  as  to  what  is  happening.  He  thanked  Mike  Schippani  for  coming  to  the  meeting. 

Vice  Pres.  Mills  asked  how  much  money  was  in  the  Worker  and  Community  Assistance  Fund. 

Mr.  Schippani  explained  the  source  of  the  fund  (a  small  surtax  on  the  unemployment  tax 
that  the  Employer  pays  right  now,  perhaps  .2%),  and  the  money  will  be  there. 

MMS  to  accept  the  minutes  of  the  Executive  Officers  meeting.   Passed  unanimously. 

EDUCATION  REPORT 

Pres.  Osborn  thanked  the  Education  Committee  for  their  attendance  at  meetings  and  their 
hard  work.   He  updated  the  Council  on  plans  for  Gompers-Murray-  Meany  Seminar.   Said 
there  will  be  a  workshop  on  Health  Cost  Care  Containment  and  also  that  the  Women's 
Committee  plan  a  workshop.   Plans  call  for  such  people  as  George  Ripley,  David  Nyan,  Joan 
Quinlan,  Doug  Fraser  and  Tim  Cleary  to  be  in  attendance.   Pres.  Osborn  said  he  would 
welcome  any  suggestions  and  urged  all  locals  to  be  in  attendance. 

MMS  to  accept  the  Education  Report.   Passed  unanimously. 

MMS  to  refer  communications  to  Executive  Officers.   Passed  unanimously. 

Vice  Pres.  Mills  distributed  flyers  on  the  March  4th  event  at  Faneuil  Hall  celebrating  the 
Women's  Trade  Union  Movement  Anniversary.   She  explained  the  event  and  asked  for  attendance 
by  the  locals.
